LOUADA BUYS THE SALTOUN HERD 


First time in breed history an entire Scottish 


herd has been purchased for North America. 
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T his summer Louada Farms added 
another important chapter with the purchase 
of the entire famous Saltoun herd in Scot- 
land. It is the first time in breed history 
that an entire Scottish herd comes intact to 
North America. The transaction was made 
personally by Wilbur Donaldson, the third 
week of June, with the news spreading quick- 
ly throughout the livestock press of the 
world. The fact that this was one of the 
most highly regarded herds in Scotland add- 
ed impact to the news. 


The Saltoun herd contained 76 females. 
These break down into 39 cows, 15 heifers 
of breeding age and 22 heifer calves. The 
herd is of particular importance in the Lou- 
ada program because it contains some of the 
purest sources of the finest A. J. Marshall 
families. When Captain Fletcher re-estab- 
lished the herd after World War II, he picked 
the best in Scotland, paid as high as $8,000 
for certain females he felt he must have, and 
never parted with the best heifers from these 
families. It is a herd of deep-bodied, smooth, 
uniform cows of tremendous character and 
quality — just right to mate to Bapton Con- 


structor. You have only to visualize the blending of two herds of this 
calibre to understand what this transaction means to the Louada future. 


Stock bulls used in the Saltoun herd since 1945 are as follows: 
Cluny Ark Royal, a son of Calrossie Command. 


Pittodrie Landmark. This son of Bapton Upright was in the group 
of Pittodrie bulls that swept the 1946 Perth show, along with his half 
brothers Pittodrie Upright and Pittodrie Uprise. One daughter is still in 
the herd. 


Chapelton Royalist. Another bull that made a profound impression 
in the herd. Used at the same time as Pittodrie Landmark. He was pur- 
chased in the 1947 Perth sale where he and four half brothers averaged 
$5,460. He was a son of Calrossie Supreme out of Rothes Prudence by 
Cruggleton Willingdon. Five of his daughters are still in the herd. 


Calrossie Good News. Probably the best known of the Saltoun herd 
sires of recent times to breeders on this side of the Atlantic. He was pur- 
chased for 6,000 gns. at the 1948 Perth sale where he was the reserve 
grand champion. This bull probably exerted more influence on the herd 
than any other because of his long length of service (1948-1956). Fif- 
teen of his daughters are still in the herd. His son Leveldale Good News, 
was the 1952 International grand champion. Another son, Leveldale 
News Flash, was the International reserve junior champion. Another son 
was the $10,000 Camson Better News. Hillcroft Good News by Calrossie 
Good News was the sire of the 1956 International grand champion, Hill- 
croft Miss Ramsden 3rd. 


Easterlovat Gregalach. A son of Kirkton Formula used for a short 
while in the herd before being exported to Australia. Three of his daugh- 
ters are in the herd. 


Calrossie Good News, the 1948 Perth reserve 
champion that sold for 6,000 gns. He was 
used for eight years in the Saltoun herd. Fif- 
teen daughters are in the Saltoun herd today.

Quotations From Marson 


The Saltoun herd was founded by Captain A. M. Tal- 
bot Fletcher in 1917. In his history of Scottish Shorthorns 
published in 1946 Wing Commander T. B. Marson com- 
mented at length on the Saltoun herd. “He (Captain Flet- 
cher) has a sound knowledge of the Shorthorn, plenty of 
enthusiasm, his own ideals of the type he wanted to breed, 
and his own ideas as to the quickest and best methods of 
achieving his aims. _He succeeded in forming and main- 
taining for a number of years a high class herd which for 
quality and soundness could bear comparison with any 
similar size herd in the country.” 


Beaufort Cuptie. Purchased at Perth 
for 4,500 gns. and sired by Cruggleton Guth- 
rie. Most of the heifer calves and yearling 
heifers are sired by him. This bull left a 
most attractive group of heifers, few of which 
were ever offered for sale by Saltcun. Those 
that were offered were quickly taken by lead- 
ing herds. Three daughters are at Upper- 
mill, one at Westdrums. 


There are a few heifer calves in the 
herd by Tolguhon Pole Star, purchased pri- 
vately. He is a full brother to Tolquhon 
Princess Molly, 1959 Perth champion fe- 
male, purchased for $3,900 for the Calrossie 
herd. 


“Then came the inevitable between wars agricultural 
depression. Captain Fletcher’s interests were many and 
varied . . . and he decided to reduce the size of the Saltoun 
herd and retain only a nucleus. This was the state of af- 
fairs until the time of the war just ended when Captain 
Fletcher decided to reside permanently at Saltoun and to 
bring up his herd numerically and to a position of first 
rate importance. To this second venture, made at a most 
opportune time in the interests of the country and the Short- 
horn breed, Captain Fletcher brought his experience, energy

The 
matter of price has never deterred Captain Fletcher when once 
he has made his mind that an animal in question comes up to 
his standards. . . he insists on the best and will not be fobbed 
off with second best. 


“The breeding animals are a very attractive collection, 
being all of one type and exceedingly well matched. They have 
good heads, are deep with good loins and ribs, width across 
hooks, good tailheads and rich in color, coat and flesh.” 


The Saltoun herd has become highly respected in North 
America through the numerous animals bred at Saltoun that 
have been outstanding in the sale ring, show ring, and in the 
breeding herds. The principal female families are well known. 
They are the Princess Romas, Rothes Queens, Wimples, Augus- 
tas, Paulines, Claras, Buttercups, Bridesmaids, Princess Mar- 
garets, Queen Maries and Queen Margarets. 
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This brief account of the Saltoun herd is 
presented here as reference material for 
the many Louada bred cattle in the future 
that will descend from Saltoun females.
